ties, Mr. Bower hasn’t yet miss¬ 
ed a day without alfalfa in 
some form. In tests conducted 
by him, other researchers and 
medical men, Mr. Bower said 
that the results of the green 
ration gave Improvement to 
patients with dietary ailments 
and added vitamins and min¬ 
erals to the diet. 

During the first World War, 
the food shortage called for 
substitutes. "Then I launch¬ 
ed my ‘Alfalfa for People’ cam¬ 
paign,’’ Mr. Bower said. “It was 
timely and my program was 


sound. A doctor at Johns Hop¬ 
kins University recommended 
a ration of 40 per cent alfalfa 
leaves and 60 per cent rolled 
oats in edible form as a proper 
combination for a balanced 
diet to sustain the human 
body.” 

Mr} Bower has worked in 
many colleges and laborator¬ 
ies in his half-century deve¬ 
lopment of alfalfa, and has 
produced many pamphlets on 
the subject. His scientific pa¬ 
pers on alfa-research have be¬ 
come authoritative material. He 


has received both compliments 
and credit as well as criticism 
for trying to feed fodder to peo¬ 
ple. But he has devoted the 
greater part of his life to a 
principle in which he believes. 

Helping Mr. Bower at the La¬ 
boratories in Sierra Madre are 
his wife, Mrs. Frank Bower; his 
two daughters, Mrs. Helen Pier¬ 
son and Mrs. Eve Christy. Mr. 
Bower has two grandchildren, 
Mrs. Pierson’s son and daugh¬ 
ter, and three great-grandchil¬ 
dren—all alfalfa boosters.

tory at 547 West Highland , 
manufactures and distributes 
health food products from al¬ 
falfa, such as meals, flours, 
candy and other alfalfa-based 
foods and products. 

Frank Bower, now in his mid- 
seventies, has made alfalfa re¬ 
search his life’s objective and 
was the first man to search 
out alfalfa’s properties to pro-^ 
mote the green for human use. 

"Alfalfa is a gold mine 
crop,” Frank Bower said. “As 
well as its seedcrop and its 
uses for feed, it renders great 
health building services to hu¬ 
manity.” 

This new light on alfalfa as 
a food for humans as well as 
stock, and the benefits for hu¬ 
mans that he has spent his life 
investigating, first came to 
Frank Bower in the early 1900’s 
when he was a newspaperman 
in South Dakota. He read a 
magazine story charting the 


growth and condition of ani¬ 
mats fed on a diet of alfalfa 
as compared to a test group on 
regular rations. The results led 
him to believe that alfalfa had 
benefits to offer all animals. 
With the knowledge of what 
alfalfa did for little pigs, Mr. 
Bowar began wondering what 
it might do for his baby. 

As a beginning for his many 
years of research and produc¬ 
tion, Mr. Bower started first 
on his own family. 

Not telling anyone what he 
had in mind, least of all 
Mrs. Bower, he spent many 
days thinking, and at last 
hauling home a load of alfal¬ 
fa. He spread some on a bed- 
sheet to dry and from this 
brewed tea. The family ate 
stewed greens. He tried the al¬ 
falfa stew out on the baby, and 
put himself on a daily alfalfa 
ration. Now in his late seven-

CORPORATION COMBINES IDEAS 
OF TWO LOCAL BUSINESSMEN 


Agate marbles, spatulas, syn¬ 
thetic gems, and bracelets are 
among the items manufactured 
at one of Sierra Madre’s more 
unusual plants—Sierra Gems 
Inc., 105 N. Mountain Trail. 

Sierra Gems Inc. represents 
the Ideas and industry of two 
local youths, Warren R. Jones 
and Harold Brett, co-proprietors 
of the company. The boys have 
been in business since August 
of 1948. 

Their p r i n c i p al synthetic 
gem, at present, is “Titania,” a 
relatively new stone of unusual 
brilliance. “ T 11 a n i a,” it has 
been said, is the only gem on 
the market more brilliant than 
the diamond. 

The young industrialists have 
been manufacturing and “push¬ 
ing” Titania stones for more 
than a year, and the product 


now is being seen on two tele¬ 
vision shows. 

Titania is a synthetic mater¬ 
ial found in nature as the min¬ 
eral rutile—the golden hair¬ 
like crystals in "Thetis hair 
stone,” or as larger crystals 
that are too impure to be cut. 

The material is purified 
chemically and re-crystalized 
in a -high-temperature furnace 
into a boule of “Titania.” After 
being sawed into rough pieces, 
the boules are stuck on wood¬ 
en or metal “dop” sticks with 
special gem sealing wax. The 
dop sticks make the small 
stones easier to handle during 
the grinding and polishing 
processes. Diamond dust is 
used for the first grinding 
process isapphire dust for the

Periodically, a .shipment of slices for marbles, 
agate arrives from Uruguay, 

South America. The huge 
stones are lugged into the cut¬ 
ting room for slicing—thin 
slices for spatulas, and thicker 


second and final polishing. 

Agate marbles made at Sier¬ 
ra Gems Inc. now are on the 
market. The boys developed 
two special-type saws for work¬ 
ing the agate—a mineral hard¬ 
er than the toughest steel. Even 
with this highly-efficient ma¬ 
chinery, however, it takes a 
long time to cut agate, both 
young men agree. 

Agate spatulas are used by 
dentists in mixing special dent¬ 
al cement. According to Mr. 
Jones, agate is preferable for 
this work because it will not 
discolor porcelain and cements 
as other materials do. 


Sierra Gems Inc. at present 
employs 10 men and women for 
the various processes perform¬ 
ed daily at the plant.

The fruit In those days was 
packed in hundred-pound bur¬ 
lap bags and sold in grocery 
stores In the bulk. As Raymond 
Andrews points ouT, there was 
no refrigeration then and dry¬ 
ing fruit was just about the 
only method for preservation. 
The trees in the background of 
this picture show part of the 
20-acre orchard of apricots 
owned by W. S. Andrews, part 
of the fruit packed at this 
plant. Grape vineyards extend¬ 
ed beyond that, up beyond 
Highland avenue. Young peo¬ 
ple out of school for the sum¬ 
mer worked in the plant dur¬ 
ing the. two-month processing 
season, usually from mid-June 
on. The fruit was cut and sul¬ 
phured in what they called the 
“smoke house,” then sun dried. 
In addition to the processing of 
Sierra Madre fruit, Walter An¬ 
drews also made about three 
trips into Los Angeles each 
week with table fruit—all from 
Sierra Madre and nearby. And 
in those days it was a three- 
hour journey each way, usual¬ 
ly begun in the early morning 
dark at about 3 o’clock.

Plagued by numerous re¬ 
quests from publicity chairmen 
and others to "be sure to put 
this story on the front page,” 
The Ticonderoga (NY) Senti¬ 
nel recently ran the following 
editorial, which was reprinted 
in the May edition of National 
Publisher magazine: 

“Every “week we get a re¬ 
quest from some Individual or 
organization to 'please put this 
story on the front page where 
people will see it.’ 

“This strikes us as being 
rather funny. You see, the 
average weekly (newspaper) 
reader covers the whole pa¬ 
per. As a matter of fact, he 
usually glances at the front 
page, turns to the locals and 
reads them, and then slowly 
makes his way back to the 
front page. 

“You can’t ‘bury’ an Item In 
a weekly, because the reader 
will search it out wherever It 
may be. 

“Frankly, we have always 
felt that every sheet in the pa¬ 
per is the front page. It’s dif¬ 
ferent in a city daily where 
the world news generally is 
carried on page one. 

“In a country weekly, though, 
every page carries an array of 
community articles. 

“The front page on the week¬ 
ly is used for articles and stor¬ 
ies of general, but not neces¬ 
sarily local, interest. There¬ 
fore, In placing a story, an¬ 
nouncement, or article de¬ 
signed to catch the attention 
of local readers, the inside 
pages are better than page one. 

“It consistently amazes us 
how an item on the front page 
often is missed by the majority 
of readers, while some little 
squib sandwiched in one of 
the inner pages will always be 
read. 

“It Is better, therefore, to say, 
‘Give this story a good spot,’ 
rather than ‘put It on the front 
page’.’’

It all started 3% years ago,

home garage for storage, office 
space at Marshall’s Nursery, 
and milling facilities of Bas¬ 
sett and Washburn Nursery. 

Since then, the company has 
grown to where it now installs 
greenhouses from Santa Bar¬ 
bara to San Diego, and ships 
greenhouses anywhere in the 
Western states. 

Southern California Green¬ 
house Manufacturers makes 
houses for hobbyists as well as 
commercial florists and nur¬ 
serymen. The houses range in 
size from 7 by 9 feet to 68 by 
150 feet—the largest attempted 
yet. 

The company constructs larg¬ 
er commercial houses any¬ 
where within the Los Angeles 
metropolitan area. Houses to 
be shipped usually are of the 
small, hobby type. 

Fifteen Sierra Madreans are 
employed by the concern, 
which moved to its present lo¬ 
cation, 2330 S. Rosemead boule¬ 
vard, last September. Merritt J. 
Thompson, 430 Sturtevant 
Drive, is sales manager of the 
firm. Two employees, Jim Tyler 
and Sam Embree, are members 
of Sierra Madre’s Volunteer 
Fire Department. 

According to Mr. Thompson, 
approximately half the com¬ 
pany’s work at present is de¬ 
voted to the orchid hobby or 
industry. 

"Since the end of the war,’’ 
he explains, “orchids have come 
within the reach of everyone— 
rich or poor. Anyone can now 
enjoy growing orchids as a 
hobby.” 

Among the celebrities who 
recently have purchased green¬ 


houses from the company is 
the husband of Screen Star 
Maureen O’Hara. Columbia Stu¬ 
dios also have used several 
houses in their motion pictures. 

Mr. Thompson estimates that 
the firm uses three or four 
freight car loads of glass each 
year—between 72,000 and 96,- 
000 panes. 

Lumber and glass is stocked 
by the carload, and the lumber 
is milled in the company’s own 
shop. 

Each greenhouse may have 
one, two, or all of these fea¬ 
tures: an automatic hot-water 
heater; a thermostatically-con¬ 
trolled evaporative cooler; ther¬ 
mostatically-controlled ventila¬ 
tors; or humidity control.

The combination of the two helps make the par¬ 
ticular charm that is found in Sierra Madre. Sierra Madre can 
be said to be a metropolitan- 
rural area, or a metropolitan 
area with rural charms. 

There were two houses on the 
tract when the city began in 
1881. During the period from 
1883 to 1885, 25 new homes 
were built. From a town of 600 
inhabitans and 226 homes in 
1906, and a city of 4581 in 1940, 

Sierra Madre has grown to a 


city of 7400 in 1950 with al¬ 
most 2500 homes. 

In 1881 Nathaniel C. Carter 
bought 1100 acres of the orig¬ 
inal Santa Anita Rancho from 
E. J. “Lucky” Baldwin, and this 
with other acreage became Si¬ 
erra Madre. It was surveyed 
into smaller tracts, vineyards 
and citrus groves.

TOWN HALL and famed Cigar Factory bravely stood on the northeast corner of Baldwin (then Central) 
^enue and Sierra Madre boulevard for many years. The structure was built in 1886 and successfully met 
nearly all the needs of Sierra Madreans in those early days. Besides being a general meeting place, 
the building housed the Post Office, a grocery store, and the Woman's Club. The landmark was 
torn down in the late '30's.

ment.s with Baldwin for half 
the water rights of the Little 
Santa Anita. Then they brought 
water from a deep well and 
tunnel in the canyon. Carter 
felt that an abundant water 
supply would assure the future 
of the region. 

The first families came to 
Sierra Madre at so near the 
same time that the records are 
interlocked and confused. Be¬ 
tween the fail of 1881 and Jan¬ 
uary of 1883, at least eight 
families moved into the tract. 

In 1884, the first store was 
started in Sierra Madre. It was 
W. H. Robin.son's Grocery Store 
operated in his own home on 
North Baldwin and Central 
(now Sierra Madre boulevard). 
He used one room as a store 
and later rented the corner 
store in the new Town Hall 
built in 1887. Later his wife be¬ 


came Postmistress and the Post 
Office was installed in the rear 
of the store. 

Today commercial, industrial 
and agricultural developments 
in Sierra Madre number about 
100. A well-developed and pro¬ 
gressively growing downtown 
business area boasts a home-' 
owned bank, several fine foods 
markets, hardware stores, clo¬ 
thing stores, gift and book 
shops, a theater, beauty shops 
and many other specialty and 
regular businesses. 

Industrial and agricultural 
developments include a pre¬ 
cision machine shop, several 
ceramic manufacturers, a tie 
factory, citrus groves and plants 
for the processing of fruits, nuts 
and condiments. 

Sierra Madre was incorpo¬ 
rated and became a city in 
1907. The first Board of Trus- 


When Carter first arrived 
there was no Pasadena—only 
two adobe houses. Before buy¬ 
ing the Baldwin property, he 
had bought ten acres which 
was the old Richardson place, 
where Cypress Court now is. 
Carter had come to California 
for his health and was so im¬ 
pressed with the Sierra Madre 
area that he conducted railroad 
excursions from the East to 
bring new settlers and families 
here. His excursions brought 
many future Sierra IJIadreans 
to the town in the eighties and 
early nineties.

tees passed scores of ordin¬ 
ances. Though paved streets 
were objected to by many, the 
city Immediately paved, curbed 
and guttered 11 miles of city 
streets. Sierra Madre today has 
more than 36 miles of surfaced 
streets. The first mayor of Si¬ 
erra Madre was Charles W. 
Jones. 

After incorporation the city 
leased one room in the then 
newly constructed block of bus¬ 
iness buildings on Kersting 
Court. The building was called 
the First National Bank Build¬ 
ing and the Bank also had one 
room. 

Before this definite City Hall 
was provided, the Trustees had 
met in the real estate offices of 
the old Sierra Madre Realtv 
Company in a one-story bullcf- 
ing, now razed, in the present 
location of the Christian Sci¬ 
ence Reading Room. 

The present City Hall was 
built in 1928 with quarters _for 
Council Chambers, City Engi¬ 
neer's office, the Police Depart¬ 
ment, the Fire Department and 
city offices. 

The efficiency of Sierra Ma- 
dre’s Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment is indicated by low fire 
Insurance rates in the commu¬ 
nity. This city’s Volunteer De¬ 
partment is exceptional, both 
in outstanding service and 
minimum cost. After a disas¬ 
trous fire in the city in 1919, 
the first Volunteer Fire Fight¬ 
ers group was formed, and it 
has remained since one of the 
most respected and best or¬ 
ganized groups in the city. 

The police department came 
to Sierra Madre with incorpora¬ 
tion in 1907. W. P. Caley was 
the first City Marshal and po¬ 
lice headquarters were a single 
room, a roll-top desk and a 
portable jail in a building on 
Kersting Court. Early Council 
meetings were held in the same 
room. 

The first public building 
erected in Sierra Madre was 
the schoolhouse. It was a one- 
room board and batten struc¬ 
ture built on the northwest cor¬ 
ner of the present Orange 
Grove and Hermosa avenues. It 
served a wide area, including 
Baldwin’s Ranch, Chapman’s 
and part of Lamanda Park, 


with an average class of about —- 

20 pupils. 

After several years the school- 
house was moved to a spot on 
the present Kersting Court t 
where the NEWS office now 
stands, and two more rooms 
were added. When C. S. Ker¬ 
sting, the city’s first banker, j . 
built Kersting Court, the school 
was moved to Highland and 
Hermosa avenues. This started 
as a frame building of five 
rooms which later became 12 
rooms. The present schoolhouse 
classrooms was completed 
now 

houses 

St. Rita’s Parochial School 
has four classrooms and 168’ 
pupils in grades from the first 
through the eighth. The Epis¬

built a new grade school in faten- 
Sierra Madre in 1949 and now 
has aljnost 100 pupils in the 
first seven grades and kinder¬ 
garten. 

The Sierra Madre Community 
Nursery School Association is a 
community group that has or¬ 
ganized to provide pre-school 
training for all children of the 
community. The Association 
during the past year organized 
and carried out a drive to build 
a new Nursery School Building 
for their classes. 

Advancement and expansion 
of the Police Department has 
kept pace with the growth of 
Sierra Madre. The present force 
consists of eight men, includ¬ 
ing the Chief of Police, a ma¬ 
tron on call, two radio-equip¬ 
ped patrol cars and its own 
emergency radio station. 

Sierra Madre has many serv¬ 
ice and social clubs and 
groups. The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, with A1 E. Morgan as 
the present president, has tak¬ 
en a wide Interest in the city’s 
problems and has worked for 
civic betterment in all fields. 

For the past three years the 
Chamber has carried out Christ¬ 
mas snow-scene decorations on 
the local Pacific Electric sta¬ 
tion that have become well- 
known throughout the valley. 

Many out-of-towners visit the 
city each year to see the deco¬ 
rated station. 

Sierra Madre has active

three years ago they hit upon 
the present Healthway Extrac¬ 
tor as what they consider the 
ultimate in design and effi¬ 
ciency. 

The Stoman Company manu¬ 
factures all the parts for the 
extractor in an efficient little 
shop at the rear of the offices. 
An assembly room in an ad¬ 
joining building assembles all 
the parts and precision tests 
all machines. An unusual fea¬ 
ture is the five little sponge 
rubber legs that the juicer 
stands on to eliminate vibra¬ 
tion and noice. 

Almost all of the nine men 
employed by the company have 
been with the organization 
since its inception. About 4000 
extractors are produced each 
year. 

Mr. Kauffman and Mr. Stowe 
developed the juicer because 
both have an interest in the 
mechanics and a personal need 
for the juices that the extractor 
produces. They both feel that 
vegetable and fruit juices are 
good health insurance.

men or women, or more elab¬ 
orate sets of three and four 
figures. 

One of the more popular sets 
at present is three Chinese 
women: one reclining, one 
playing a flute, and one pluck¬ 
ing a lute. 

But the Chinese figurines are 
only one of many types of clay 
art work made at McCulloch 
Potteries. If you visit the plant, 
you are just as likely to see an 
American square dancer, an 
Indian, a cowboy, or many 
types of animals being made. 
Also, a large line of utility 
items—ash trays, cigarette box¬ 
es, or candy boxes—are turned 
out at the plant. 

According to Loran F. Smith, 
plant manager, quality is em¬ 
phasized in all artware items 
and each one is hand decorat¬ 
ed. Mr. Smith, who lives at 617 
W. Grandview, has had wide 
experience in pottery work and 
was assistant ceramics engi¬ 
neer and plant control manager 
at two of the largest Southern 
California plants before coming 
to Sierra Madre. 

Following his return from 
military service during the war, 
Mr. Smith was superintendent 
of the Marsh, Fairchild, and 
Suman plant. 

Stewart B. McCulloch pur¬ 
chased the local industry in 
March, 1948, shortly after his

Los Angeles plant was destroy¬ 
ed by fire in January. He im¬ 
mediately enlarged the Sierra 
Madre plant to accommodate 
his pottery line and placed all 
phases of the work on a vol¬ 
ume basis. 

Mr. McCulloch, a pioneer in 
artware pottery work, has been 
instrumental i n developing 
many pottery factories in 
Southern California. 

He has been his own sales 
representative. Mr. Smith says 
Mr. McCulloch’s knowledge of 
ceramics artware and merchan¬ 
dising has resulted in a mil- 
lion-dollar business. 

At present, the Stewart B. 
McCulloch plant employs an 
average of 80 employees and 
ships art objects to 14 of the 
largest chain stores and all 
leading department stores in 
the United States. In addition, 
the company exports to Can¬ 
ada, Hawaii, Cuba and Alaska. 

“Howard Whalen, local de¬ 
signer, has created many of 
the beautiful figurines manu¬ 
factured here,” Mr, Smith said, 
“and we have drawn on the ar¬ 
tistic talents of many residents 
for some of our designs.” 

The plant uses approximate¬ 
ly 1000 gallons of clay a day 
and keeps five kilns in opera¬ 
tion. All glazes and processes 
are developed in the factory’s 
laboratory. Women workers 
spray and glaze an average of 
600 art items a day each ., 

“In the past,” Plant Manager 
Smith stated, “we have used 
facilities of other plants to 
meet the demand for our 
items.”

CITY’S COMMERCIAL GROWERS 
STILL OPERATE 60-70 ACRES 


Although subdivisions have 
taken a heavy toli, Sierra Ma- 
dre’s citrus industry stiil is 
very much apparent throughout 
the city. 

While in years past most of 
the residents were active in 
growing and seliing citrus fruit, 
today only a handful of large- 
scale growers remain. 

According to Carlton Pegler, 
city treasurer and president of 
the Sierra Madre-Lamanda Cit¬ 
rus Association, the city’s citrus 
groves today amount to only 
between 60 and 70 acres. 

He lists six local growers at 
the largest in the city: 
John Powell, Ralph Jones, 
Frank Spencer, Webster Van- 


nier, and Bassett and Wash¬ 
burn Nursery. 

Sierra Madre growers ship 
approximately 1000 box car 
loads of citrus fruit a year. All 
local fruit is handled through 
the Sierra Madre- Lamanda 
Citrus Association. 

Mr. Pegler, who still main¬ 
tains some citrus acreage, was 
instrumental in organizing the 
citrus association 46 years ago.

Sierra Madre is still 
above the heavy smog and fog 
areas and the air is pure, 
healthful and pleasant. 


about the same site as the 
present building. The first re¬ 
ligious organization in the city 
was a Sunday School which 
met in the first schoolhouse. To 
this Sunday School came peo¬ 
ple of all faiths. Each group 
naturally followed its own bent 
and soon the Episcopal group 
began the work for its church. 

The non-liturgical group con¬ 
tinued to meet in the school- 
house and the Congregational 
Church was organized in 1886 
with a charter membership of 
13. A company of Plymouth 
Brethren met in the City Hall 
for many years in the early 
1900’s. Father Barth began 
Catholic services about 1907. 
Bethany Church, the Jewish 
congregation and many of the 
other denominations came after 
these early churches. Sierra 
Madre now has 11 churches of 
almost every denomination. 

Sierra Madre’s famous Wis¬ 
taria Vine has brought much 
fame to the city.

Sierra Madre has had wide 
renown as a national arts cen¬ 
ter, and the Arts Guild of Si¬ 
erra Madre, under the presi¬ 
dency of James Alfred Dewey, 
is an active and nationally rec¬ 
ognized group of artists. 

The Sierra Madre Free Pub¬ 
lic Library had its inception

pipe-testers. He makes the 
pipes he smokes, and admits 
that they are "wonderful.” As 
well as believing in good pipe- 
inaking, ho also campaigns for 
good pipe care. 

A good pipe smoker, he says, 
has a pipe for each day of the 
week and rotates them giving 
each a rest. To break in a pipe, 
the bowl should be dampened 
thoroughly with a fin'ger dip¬ 
ped in water. This permits an 
oven cake to form on the in¬ 
side surface. Do this the first 
few times a pipe is used to 
form a cake firmly at the bot¬ 
tom. 

Pipes like fresh air, too, Mr. 
Rothe said. Put them in the 
sunshine and fresh air occas¬ 
ionally to keep them clean and 
fresh. 

Asked if he worked alone, 
Mr, Rothe said he liked to work 
alone hut that he also liked 
to teach others his trade and 
liked to show his pipes. And 
asked whether his wife helped 
his in his shop, his answer was 
a definite “no—I wouldn’t like 
a woman in my shop.”

Madre Ceramics sends relig¬ 
ious figurines to many large 
department stores throughout 
the nation, Hawaii and Alaska.

AIDS HIGH-ALTITUDE FLYING 

SEVEN VOLUNTEER FIREMEN 
AMONG COMPANY’S EMPLOYEES 


Much of the recent progress 
In high-altitude flying has 
been dependent on a little 
“gadget” manufactured right 
here in Sierra Madre—at R. A. 
Hawks Company, 123 E. Monte- 
cito. 

The "'gadget” is a highiy- 
sensitive valve adjustment for 
oxygen masks — an essential 
piece of equipment for fliers 
attempting high-altitude fly* 
ing. 

The valve is so constructed 
that the amount of oxygen al¬ 
lowed to pass through is de¬ 
pendent on the height of the 
plane and the resulting need 
for oxygen by the pilot. 

R. A. Hawks Company has 
manufactured 40,000 of these 
valves for aircraft industries, 
the U. S. Navy and Air Force. 
Other vital airplane equipment 
also is manufactured at the 
company—some “classified” by 
the government as .secrets, anH 
some more commonly-known 
parts. 

Among the industries for 
which R. A. Hawks Company 
manufactures are Air Research 
Manufacturing Company, Aero- 
Jet Engineering, National Tech¬ 
nical Laboratories, United Geo¬ 
physical Company, and Helipot 


Corporation. The firm also con¬ 
tracts extensively with the gov¬ 
ernment and armed forces. 

Concerning high altitude fly¬ 
ing. Mr. Hawks, sole owner of 
the company, explained that it 
is “particularly tough” because 
the human bodyjivas never in¬ 
tended to travel at 60 and 70,- 
000 feet. 

Seven of the employees at 
R. A. Hawks—including Mr. 
Hawks—are members of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment. 

“When the City Hall alarm 
.sounds,” Mr. Hawks said, “we 
tear off our aprons and literally 
abandon the plant.” 

He said the city has given 
permission to park a truck per¬ 
manently in front of the build¬ 
ing. 

“It’s all ready to go—when¬ 
ever there is a fire," he said. 

R. A. Hawks Company em¬ 
ploys 25 workmen—all highly 
skilled. Principally, the person¬ 
nel is made up of turret lathe 
operators, tool makers, and 
skilled machinists, 

Mr. Hawks began his com¬ 
pany in 1930 when, as he puts 
it, “no one eise would give me 
a job during the depression.”

Some of the company’s fac¬ 
simile work is “classified” by 
the government—that is, listed 
either “restricted,” “confiden¬ 
tial,” “secret,” or “top secret.” 

Much of the work of Sierra 
Engineering is "miniaturing” 
equipment that is corpmon in 
larger forms. With the armed 
forces becoming more and 
more dependent on air trans¬ 
portation of equipment and 
supplies, efforts have been 
heightened to make everything 
smaller and more compact. 

In keeping with its “minia¬ 
turing” program, the company 
has developed miniature chains 
made of stainless steel and 
beryllium copper. 

The copper load-carrying- 
chain, frequently used in air¬ 
craft cockpit controls, has an 
"ultimate strength” capacity of 
440 pounds—although it only 
weighs .751 ounces per lineal 
foot. Advantage of the copper 
chain is that it is completely 
non-magnetic. 

President of Sierra Engineer¬ 
ing is R. A. Hawks. Vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager is 
John Conzelman; F. M. Gibian 
is secretary of the company, 
and Harry M. Eder Is treasurer. 

The concern employs be¬ 
tween 32 and 35 technical 
workers—more than half of 
which live in Sierra Madre. 

Approximately 40 per cent of 
the personnel are engineers; 40 
per cent are technicians, and 
about 20 per cent are office, 
clerical workers and adminis¬ 
trators.

Our inspections here are not 
as they should be, because we 
do not have a man solely for 
that purpose. Many backyards 
that may have bad conditions 
can easily be missed and even¬ 
tually give us trouble. 

We loathe the idea of snoop¬ 
ers or squealers, but, alter all, 
when it comes to safety it 
must be a duty of citizens to 
report anything of a hazardous 
nature. When a bad fire hazard 
is found, please notify the fire 
department. It is not necessary 
for your name to be included 
in the investigation. 

Many fires have been pre¬ 
vented by the discovery of 
some things that would have 
started a fire or added to one. 
Carelessly plied wood may not 
appear dangerous, but, brother, 
if a fire gets started near it, 
you can imagine for yourself 
how it adds. 

Please remember that it is 
only a matter of days until the 
dry season is upon us. This 



cloudy weather helps but little 
when it comes to the dry, dead 
weeds and grass. Lots should 
be cleared. 

Scrape the weeds away from 
the Incinerator. That means 
every little speck of grass or 
growth. Several fires in Sierra 
Madre have started at the in¬ 
cinerator when hot ashes rolled 
into small parts of dry grass 
to simmer along until it reach¬ 
ed more grass, and then deep¬ 
er grass, etc. You all know this, 
let’s watch it. 

DO NOT endeavor to burn 
the grass off a lot without first 
giving us a chance to look it 
over. This we beg of you. 

Your firefighters are anxious 
to go through the summer 
without a costly fire. We are 
especially concerned about fire 
getting into the watersheds. 
Water in Southern California is 
now called “white gold.’’ Let’s 
preserve the watersheds by 
keeping fire out of them. 

Those who live close to the 
hills should avoid all burning 
of trash or other materials from 
this point on, until the dry sea¬ 
son passes. It takes so little to 
start a fire in the brush. Once 
started, it travels fast and fu¬ 
riously. 

There is no such thing as 
watching a fire to prevent it 
from spreading. A spark from 
an open fire cannot be reached 
with your garden hose. It may 
land many yards away where

Towns like Randsburg, Johannesburg and 
Calico were rip-rparing mining camps in their 
heyday. Although most of the glory of the 
mining days has vanished, many remnants of 
the golden past are still in evidence and may 
be observed from the highway as one takes 
this interesting tour through a portion of the 
Mojave Desert. 

• Victorville is a curious blend of the present and 
past, as much of its colorful flavor inherited from 
the days when it was a lusty mining town is still 
apparent. Nowadays, however, local promoters 
refer to itk« area as the dude-ranch capital of the 
world.. 

• Barstoiv, which since has cast off its frontier 
aspects, was an important gold and silver mining 
center in the 1880’s ■when the present ghost town 
of Calico was flourishing. The latter town, perched 
high in the blazingly colored Calico Mountains, 
was a large silver-mining settlement that died sud¬ 
denly ■when the decline in silver prices closed the 
mine... 

• Approaching the Randsburg-Johannesburg area, 
one may see several reminders of the golden past 
such as the old ore wagon and sluice box shown in 
top photo and the tumble-down prospector's shack 
in center photo. Gold was first discovered here in 
1895 at Goler Wash and the famous Yellow Aster 
mine proved to be the richest producer, yielding 
more than $10,000,000 in gold. Mines in this area

Bevan Kilns’ 
Art Objects 
Supplies IT. S. 

In Bevan Kilns, Sierra Madre 
has an industry that supplies 
clay art objects to nearly all 
large department stores in the 
United States. 

Charles W. G. Bevan, owner 
of Bevan Kilns, makes unusual 
clay merchandise for Wool- 
worth, Sears and Roebuck, 
Kressge, Newberry, W. T. 
Grant, and many more depart¬ 
ment stores located in every 
part of the nation. 

‘"The main purpose of Bev¬ 
an Kilns,” the owner remark¬ 
ed, "is to pick out an expen¬ 
sive museum piece that many 
people would like to have—if 
it were not expensive. Then, we 
work out a process whereby it 
can be manufactured and sold 


at a price everyone can afford.” 

Last year, it was ferociously- 
realistlc clay panthers; this 
year ft will be another, more 
mild member of the feline fam¬ 
ily. Mr. Bevan predicts that 
demand for his 8-inch clay 
kittens will "sweep the na¬ 
tion.” A special glaze formula 
has been developed by the 
plant’s researchers, and the kit¬ 
tens will be a shaded silver 
color. 

Panthers and kittens are only 
two of the many types of clay 
art work Bevan Kilns manu¬ 
factures. Candy boxes, jumbo 
ash trays, and cigarette boxes 
also are specialties of the busi¬ 
ness, which is located princi¬ 
pally at 97 E. Mont eel to. 
(Another Sierra Madre plant 
and one in Pasadena also are 
a part of Mr. Bevan’s busine.ss.) 

The pottery maker said that 
his clay processes represent 12 
years’ work. By closely study¬ 
ing production methods and 


tricks of operation, “we are do¬ 
ing things no one else can do.” 

"Our approach always has 
been one of science, rather than 
looking on the work as only a 
job.” Mr. Bevan said. He ex¬ 
plained that many hours a 
week still are spent in the la¬ 
boratory, perfecting new proc¬ 
esses and methods. 

The plant uses between 75 
and 100 tons of clay each 
month—clay of a special type 
which is ordered according to 
rigid formulas. Most of the ma¬ 
terial used by Bevan Kilns 
combines clay from Tennessee 
and Kentucky, talc from Cali¬ 
fornia, and felspar from Ari¬ 
zona. 

Clay is prepared for use in 
huge tanks—two on the first 
floor and one above the second 
floor. Capacity of these tanks is 
3000 gallons daily. There are 24 
pipe outlets from the tanks, 
and from these outlets, clay is 
poured into molds and allowed
